20,000 SHELLS USED. 
Following is the text of the official 
communication by the war offce: 

In Belgium, near the mouth of the 
Yser, in the region of Nieuport, the 
enemy carried out an extremely vio- 

lent bombardment in the course of 
which he fired not less than 20,000 
shells. 

The German infantry attempted to 
attack, but was prevented by our 
curtain of fire and wae not able to 
set out from his trenches, with the 
exception of a few groups, which our 
fire immediately dispersed. 

In the region of Boesinghe, Het Sas, 
and Steenstraete, the artillery like- 
wise has been active on both sides. 
The enemy attempted to cross the 
canal at Het Sas, but was thrown 
back by our infantry fire and machine 
guns supported by the artillery. 


TWO ATTACKS BEATEN OFF. 
In Artois on our front to the west of 
the road from Arras to Lens, the 
enemy after having exploded a mine, 
inaugurated a fresh attack, which 
was stopped short by grenades and 
rifle fire. A second attack directed a 
little further to the south met with 
no more success. 

To the north of Solasons our bat- 
teries shattered enemy trenches at 
hill 129. To the east of Godat farm, 
in the region of Reims, our artillery 
fire directed by aeroplanes seriously 
damaged a German battery. 


LINES ATTACKED. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—An official state- 
ment issued by the war office today said: 

We exploded a mine near St. Eloi, 
damaging the enemy's trenches. A 
Small patrol passed through the en- 
emy’s wire near Velerfuhoek and 
fired into a trench which was strongly 
held, retiring without casualties. 

There has been a bombardment about 
Hooge, St. Jean, and Pilkelm [in the 
vicinity of Ypres]. Near the latter 
place we silenced the enemy’s trench 
mortars with our artillery fire.

Giant Howitzers Needed. 

Gen. Crozier’s. testimony. brought out 
the point that while information fror! 
American military observers abroad indl- 
cated that twelve or sixteen-inch how- 
itzers were necessary to demolish field 
intrenchments and that while the Trout 
board of regular officers had recommend- 
ed eleven-inch howitzers, he had only rec- 
ommended 9.5-inch guns as this brought 
down the cost of reserve ammunition. 

Probably from a purely mechanical 
point of view it can be demonstrated that 
a number of 9.5-inch guns, because able to 
fire more rapidly, can do more damage 
to a trench than a number of eleven-inch 
howitzers firing less rapidly. 

The trouble is that those who figured 
effect of fire on troops in war from 4 pure- 
ly mechanical point of view leave out the 
question of morale, the biggest factor of a

The president will reiterate his strong 
conviction that the United States faces a 
future whose fortunes cannot now be 
guessed.

*FROSTBITTEN FEET. 

L. N. writes: Please Givi me a rem- 
edy for frostbittem feet. Have suffered 
with them for several winters and tried 
various things without benefit.” 


REPLY. 


The first thing to do is to determine whether 
or not you have a frostbite or a chilblain. If 
you have a frostbite, restore the circulation 
eradualiy. This Will give thé blood vessels a 
chance to recover their tone before a large 
amount of blood enters the frostbitten part. 
Now rub the frostbitten area With ice water 
or snow. As the affected area becomes warm, 
omit the ice water or snow and rub with the 
hands only. About all that is necessary now 
is to wrap the part in cotton. In severe cases 
only is it necessary to make an incision to re- 
lieve tension. 

If you have a chilblain, the first thing to do 
te to bund up yolir general héalth. As the 
cold weather approaches, warmer clothing 
would be worn. The part affected should be 
rubbed with ‘aicohol and some good liniment, 
as belladonna or sap. Some cases are bene-

The Day of Horror, | 
JAN. 10.—I hardly know how to set 
down what has happened. My wits are 
still reeling with the horror of it. 
Watson and eighteen other Americans: 
on the Cusi special were masfacred by 
Villistas today within thirty-five miles of 


this city. 


The thing was done in an incredibly cold 
blooded fashion. 

The special left here at 11:18 a. m. On 
board it were Watson the fifteen men he 
brought from El Paso, and Tom Holmes, 
an independent mine owner who wished 
to look over his property. At the last 
minute Tom Johnston joined the party. 
He asked Watson forajob. Watson told 
him there was none for him at present, 
but that he could come to Cusi and he 
would see that he had board and room 
until he had one. There were 150 Mexi- 


cans on the train, too, and a carload of 


food for the hungry people of Cusi. 

All the men on board the train were 
cheerful. They were going to rebuild the 
wrecked camp; then the mine would re- 
open; and there would be no more jobless 
men, no more anxious wives, no more 
hungry children. 


Not a Man Armed. 

Not a man on the train was armed. All 
scoffed at talk of danger. They joked 
about it among themselves. 

At 1:20 the train passed through Santa 
Yeabel. Ten minutes later it entered a 
deep railroad cut. It was stopped by a 
wrecked train at the farther end of the 
cut. 

The conductor got off to investigate the 
wreck. And suddenly the sides of the 
cut were alive with Vinista soldiers. 

All the Americans were in one coach. 
The Villistas shouted to them, “ Get cff 
the train,” and to the Mexicans, “ You 
keep out of this; we only want the grin- 

se 

The Americans began to get off. What 
followed was sickening, horrible.

I talked 
with the frightened, chattering Mexicane 
who returned with it. ' 
I forgot to say that one Mexican was 
killed and one wounded in the massacre. 
But this is incidental anyway. These 
were accidents. 
I went to Gen. Trevifio and begged him 
to let me send the. news. to.the states. 
Fut he would let me send no more than 
the bare rumor that the awful thing had 
happened. And no wires are accepted at 
the telegraph office unless they bear Tre- 
vifio’s O. K. 
The general is very excited. I do not 
wonder, for what the result of this may 
be no man can tell. 
He has promised to send troops in pur - 
suit ot the murderers at once. He 
agreed to let the Americans send out - 
funeral train for the bodies and to let all 
those who go on it be armed. But he will 
not supply the arms.

Return of Lone Survivor.

Holmes, Watson, and Evans were stand- 
irg on the back platform of the coach 
wher the slaughter began. All dropped 
off and ran. Watson and Evans ran in 
one direction, Holmes in another. Evans 
was dropped before he had run twenty 
yards; Watson reached the river. 

Quite by accident Holmes stumbled and 
fell forward on his face. The Villistas 
thought him @'sposed of and stopped 
shooting at him. Holmes lay still. 

Later Holmes crewled painfully through 
the underbrush to the river bank. He 
lay hid there another hour and a half. 
Then he made his way acrosp country 
— ———— — 
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Only about eighty of them took part in 
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to a ranch, where he borrowed a burro, 
and so rode into Chihuahua. 

Holmes is a wreck. He shakes like a 
man palsied. He stutters when he speaks. 
The tears come into his eyes frequently. 
T doubt if he ever again will be the same 
man he was yesterday. 


Suffering of Suspense. 

The military train with 500 Carranzistas 
troops sent by Trevifio to round up the 
murderers left here shortly after 8 
o'clock this morning. The funeral train, 
with fourteen armed Americans on board 
of it, pulled out a few minutes later 

Hours passed. There came no word of 
either train. Fear came upon those left 
in Chihuahua. Had the tragedy been re- 
peated? Were those who had gone to 
bring in the bodies of the murdered ..mer- 
icans no more than bodies themselves? 

But at last, late in the afternoon, wor“ 
came. The two trans had reached San 
Yeabel. The military train had stoppe 
there. The funeral train had pushed or. 
ahead. Fear came again. 

It is after 1 o’clock now, and still there 
bas been no word. 

JAN. 12.—The funeral train arrived

here at 2:45 a. m. It brought eighteen 
bodies. They hac been horribly mutilat- 
ed. It was almost impossible to identify 
some of them. Watson's body was the 
only one on which a decent amount of 
clothes had been left. 

We put the bodies in rough pine boxes 
here. It was ghastly work. But at last 
it was finished. The rude coffins were 
placed an a special train for El Paso. An 
armed guard of Americans, as well as the 
escort of Carranzista troops, is going 
with the train. 

Gen. Francisco Gonzales has been put 
in charge of the troops sent after the 
murderers. There are rumors of nghting 
at Madera.

Wife of Cripple Says Thompson

Weeps as She Testifies. 

Mrs. Rejholec appeared Before the com- 
mittee—Ald. Merriam, Sitts, and Doyle— 
with an old black shaw! over her head 
and there frequently were tears in her 
eyes as she talked. Here is her story: 

The team drew $6 a day. My husband 
for three years was a driver for another 
man and during that time he saved up 
enough to buy a team. 

About Thanksgiving time my hus- 
band refused to buy more club or dance 
tickets from Mr. Heinemann. He said 
Heinemann was holding out never less 
than $6 and sometimes as much as $21 
every two weeks, and that was enough 
without our being obliged to buy tickets 
we didn’t want. 

“ There were times when the children 
were without food and my husband was 
laid up with rheumatism, but Heinemann 
would not bring the money to our home. 
Then I would have to chase him around 
the saloons till I found him. 

“ Once I told him our best horse, which 
cost $125, had died. I asked him to bea 
little easy on us for a while. He told me 
he didn't kill the horse.“ : 

Heinemann Makes Denial.

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SAY ARMOUR CAR LINES 


Officials at Federal Quiz Admit 
Equipment Has Been Turned 
Back to Parent Concern. 


Argument and repartee prevailed yes-

The novélty, with a subtitle, “ Voces 
Intime, proved to be an odd composi- 
tion, interesting to study and individual 
to a degree.

[whieh are developed with due respect to/ 
the general effect. Sibelius seems to 
have considered the ensemble design as 
of less importance than the individual 
parts.

It does strange things bland- 
ly and bland things strangely. 
Further comment on the concert touches 
the limpid playing of the Brahms sextet, 
which, in all recognition of the surpass- 
ing finesse of ensemble and balance of 
tone, nevertheless seemed repressed to 
the point of anemia. As a technical feat 
of- playing it was flawiess, and the pe- 
culiar skill in such writing possessed

HE dasheen tubers are this year 
accompanied ‘by a little booklet 

with the title, Recipes for the 
Dasheen, a Delicious and Nutri- 
tious Vegetable,” put out in 1915 

by the United States department of agri- 
culture, bureau of plant industry, office 
of foreign seed and plant introduction, 
and undoubtedly can be secured by ad- 
dressing that office, although those mar- 
keting the new vegetable are saving buy- 
ers the trouble of sending for this.
